(5) Yacht Harbor and Beach improvements.

Some suggestions of mine: 


(7) Carefully planned trails programs 
in wilderness areas, not to exceed in 
guantity or quality the standards al- 
ready agreed upon by Sierra Club and 
National Park Service. 

(8) Carefully planned protective in- 
stallations and relocations in State -: 
and National Parks, such as elimination 
or relocation of unnatural roads and 
buildings, inconspicuous fire and forest 
disease protection, wild life protection. 


(9) A thorcughly considered and well- 
financed program to solve the limita- 
tions on reasonable use of wilderness 
areas due to failure of grazing facili- 
ties. 

It is of great importance that the Con- 
servation Committee of the Sierra Club 
formulate as soon as possible a definite 
positive program for the “Improvement” 
of California. Dissemination of such a 
program should be made as early as prac- 
tical to all who have responsibility for 
State and National Planning on such mat- 
ters and to all groups such {cond. p-.

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I came over on 9 slow moving Liberty 
There were five P-61's and two P-38's 
Yashed on the deck, so we called it our

After stopovers at Melbourne and Cai-~ 
eutta, we arrived at the overseas staging 
arce, of Kanchrapara.

I was transferred to Kumning, where I 
worked a while and griped most of the 
time, so that they finally were glad to 
put me in the job I wanted in the post 
office, I worked in the dispatching sec- 
tion at Kunming, and often wished I could 
get into a sack with the letters and re- 
tur to the States. 

I am now on detached service at (a city 3 
China; name deleted by censor). Two of 
us operate the post office, APO xy%. Vow

BINGS* IN PARIS 


 (axcerpts from a letter written by Carol Hughes, formerly Junior Hostess at McKin- 
ley Park Hotel, Alaska, describing her arrival and first days in Europe) 


I flew ever to Paris in a C-54. There was. 


a USO show aboard, including Pauli Lucas, 


and with the troupe was a concert group which practiced individually apparently not 
aware that anyone else was around; however, to the rest of us, not participating, 


it was somewhat confusing. 

The plane was a bucket seat job; however 
heavy qilts all over the floor and I 
think ‘most of us had a quite restful night 
of sleep. 

In Paris we were reruler tourists, tak- 
ing in all the sightseeing tours, and. 
walking our feet off to the point that we 
were actually too tired for much of Paris* 
nicht life. I always had the pleasant 
thought at the end of the day that I 
lived on the seventh floor (Seventh: Heav- 
en as we called it) and no elevator 

There were many things in Paris hat in- 
trigued us, mostly the people.
